Furthermore, the schedules ior 1890 included in the 
wage earning class overseers, foremen and superintend 
ents (not general superintendents or managers), while the 
census of 1900 has separated from the wage earning class 
such salaried employees as general superintendents, clerks 
and salesmen. It is possible and probable that this change 
in the form of the question has resulted in eliminating 
from the wage earners, as reported by the present census, 
many salaried employees included in that group for the 
census of 1890 

Four industrial combinations have been organized in 
this industry during the past decade. During the census 
year these combinations controlled 10.9 per cent. of the 
establishments. Their capital amounted to $40,320,498, o1 
24.1 per cent. of the total capital invested in the industry; 
they gave employment to 11,582 wage earners, Or 23.3 
per cent of the total; paid $4,990,528 in wages, or 24.1 per 
cent. of the total, and the value of their product was 
$30,725,020, or 24.1 per cent. of the total product. This 


change in the ownership, combined with radical 


changes 
in the method of manufacture, has made the period from 
1890 to 1900 by far the most important in the history o 
the industry 

In the figures that will be quoted later on the term 
“establishment” will be understood to represent a mill 
or mills owned by one individual, firm or corporation,

Taking the past five decades for comparison it is shown 
that the number of establishments has increased from 443 
in 1850 to 555 in 1860, or an increase of 25.3 per cent 
1870 shows 677, or an increase of 22 per cent.; 1880, 742 
an increase of 9.6 per cent; 1890, 049, a decrease of 12.5 
per cent., and from 1890 to 1900, 763, an increase again of 
17.6 per cent 

Under the heading of capital invested it is shown that 
in the year 1850 the total capital in the industry was only 
$7,260,864; this had increased in 1860 to $14,052,683, or 93.5 
per cent.; by 1870 it had still further increased to $34,556, 
014, Or a marvelous jump of 145.9 per cent.; in 1880 it 
was reported as being $48,130,652, or an increase of 39.3 
in 1890 it was placed at $89,820,548, an increase 
rather peculiar to note, the jump

As I have already stated, there are no correct statistics 
covering the items of salaries for the past, at least any 
further than the last two censuses, when it is shown that 
in 1890 the amount reported as being paid to salaried em 
ployees was placed at $1,348 and in 1800 at $2,935.

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GEO. PARKS RESIGNS. 


Leaves the International to Go to 
the Great Northern. 


He Has Been a Division Superintendent of the Former Com- 
pany, with Headquarters at Glens Falls—Will Have 
General Management ofthe Great Northern Paper 
Company’s Manufacturing Department, 


Rumor has it this week that another resignation has 
been handed in at the offices of the International Paper 
Company at 30 Broad street. This time the dame whis- 
pers the name of George Parks, one of the division supe 
ntendents of the company, as the latest seceder. Mz 
Parks is a brother of Fred H. Parks, the vice-president 

the International and manager of its department of 
manufacture. On Monday of this week George Parks 
reported to have signed a contract to go with the Great 
Northern Paper Company as general superintendent of 
that company’s mills; or, in other words, with full charge 
of the manufacturing end of the company’s business. This 

to include a supervision of the Millinocket and Mad 
ison mills, and also that of the new six machine mill that 
the company is to build at Madison. For the present 
Mr. Parks will be located at the Palatial Hotel, Milli- 
nocket, Me. But as soon as the other mill at Madison 
is completed, which will be within the next year, Mr. 
Parks will probably make his headquarters at Madison. 
This is the substance of the story as gathered from Dame 
Rumor’s whisperings referred to above. The old lady, 
by the way, states that George Parks sent his resigna 
tion down to 30 Broad street immediately after he had 
signed his name to the contract with the Great Northern 
Paper Company ;

SODA AND SULPHITE MARKETS. 


Soda Fibre Has Been Advanced, and It Is Reported that 
the Present Value will Rule Until January 1, 1902, 
When Another Advance Will Be Made. 


The condition of the fibre market is just at present one 
of the most interesting features of the paper industry. 
As the cost of soda and sulphite determines to a very 
large extent the selling prices of paper, the state of the 
market for these raw materials becomes of vital impor- 
tance. In regard to soda pulp it can now be said that the 
manufacturers have agreed on a minimum selling price. 
equivalent to about 1.85 cents delivered. This price, it is 
understood, is to hold until January 1, 1902, at which time 
the manufacturers expect that another advance will go into 
effect. This time the various makers of soda have little 
fear that their brother manufacturers will break the 
agreement. They have all lost too much money, so they 
say, to desire a return to the conditions that have pre- 
vailed in the market for the past six months. 

The fixing of the price at 1.85 cents delivered until 
January 1, instead of at 2 cents, was done out of consid- 
eration for the paper manufacturers who have taken 
orders for the next four months on the basis of soda sell- 
ing at about 1% cents. An advance greater than 10 cents 
per 100 pounds would have seriously affected the profit 
account of many of the book paper mills. For that 
reason it was thought best to put the price at 1.85 cents 
for the present and then make another advance of about 
15 cents per 100 pounds about the first of the year. By 
this arrangement the paper manufacturers can protect 
themselves on business that runs into next year. At 
present the soda market is much improved. The  sur- 
plus stocks are all reported cleaned up and the demand 
is much better than it has been 

On sulphite the chief item of interest this week is the 
tentative effort now being made to bring all the sulphite 
plants of the country into one large corporation. That 


there is more than vague rumor to this report is evi- 
denced by the fact that the committee appointed at the

last meeting of the Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association 
was empowered to solicit the aid of Dean & Shibley, the 
promoters, in the attempt now being made to effect some 
sort of a consolidation, combine or corporation whereby 
the unsatisfactory condition of the sulphite market might 
be remedied permanently. It is understood that Dean & 
Shibley have looked into the matter proposed and have 
submitted a preliminary plan. By this plan it is proposed 
to leave out of consideration all plants that cannot show 
an average earning capacity of at least 4 per cent. This and 
other features of the plan are looked upon largely as sug- 
gestions. Dean & Shibley, however, are prepared to go 
ahead energetically on the task of getting the sulphite 
Before they begin 
Accord- 
ing to their custom they require from each mill owner 


mills together in one large company 
they have asked for a payment for expenses. 


$2 per ton per daily capacity of this mill. It is understood 
that the sulphite manufacturers have been asked to con- 
tribute to pay the promoters their preliminary fee. 

At present the indications are that a strong effort will 
be made to consolidate the plants. As yet, however, only 
skirmish work is being done. Those in touch with the 
project, while realizing its difficulties, declare that they 
are hopeful of success for the reason that a consolidation 
seems to be the only remedy for the evils of the situation. 

In connection with the proposed combination of the sul- 
phite mills one of the chief obstacles in the way is the 
great question of what is to be done about the Canadian 
plants. That their existence cannot be ignored in any 
plans for the betterment of the industry is a foregone con- 
clusion. But how they can be brought under the control 
of the proposed American combine, or shut out of this 
market, is a problem that is now perplexing some minds. 
To fight them on the basis of prices, with any hope of 
success, is admitted to have its bad features, with the 
chances in favor of the Canadians. To absorb them in the 
new combination is at present considered out of the ques- 
tion. So, if any consolidation of the sulphite plants in 
the United States is effected it looks as if a working 
agreement in regard to prices is the only way in which the 
Canadian mills can be kept from seriously injuring the 


projected combine.

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AMERICAN PAPER IN ARGENTINA. 


Progress that Is Being Made by American Manufacturers 
—Increase in Imports of American Paper— 
Buenos Ayres Firms Handling Paper. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
WasuinctTon, D. C., September 30, 1901.—The advance 
which American paper manufacturers have made in the 
Argentine Republic during the last two years is shown 
in the following table compiled from official sources:

The increase of $19,800 in the value of our paper ex- 
ports to Argentina during 1900 is a very satisfactory one, 
and is all the more so when the obstacles to our trade 
with that country are taken into consideration. There are 
no steamers and only a few sailing vessels that make 
regular trips to and from any of our ports. We sell the 
Argentine people good products, and, it might be remarked 
in passing, they are coming more and more to recognize 
their superiority; but when ready for shipment they must 
lie in the dock warehouses of our home ports until, for- 
sooth, some foreign line or tramp steamer comes along 
from a European port to take them to their consignees, 
not handling them too carefully en route, habitually de- 
crying their quality and manner of packing, and sneer- 
ing at what they term our impracticable business meth- 
ods, in the vain hope (and vain it is, in view of quality 
and price) of stemming the current of trade that is set- 
ting away from them and toward our country. 

Among the principal firms handling paper in Buenos 
Ayres are S. Ostwald & Co., E. A. Estrada & Co., Sin- 
clair Gilchrist, Jacobo Penser, A. W. Best & Co., J. 
Schurer-Stolle, Mascias Rodriguez & Co., Wiengreen & 
Co. and Galli Hermanos. 

In regard to packing, different shippers have different 
ways. The larger sizes of printing paper destined for 
Argentina are rolled on strong spools or bobbins, while 
the smaller sizes are packed flat. Book and writing 
papers are likewise usually packed flat. For protection 
against dampness or moisture, in the case of fine papers, 


it is well to have the outside boxes lined with tin. It is 
said that paper from the United States, when ordered 
direct, is generally cash on the signing of the bill of 
lading, or it is consigned to some banking house in 
Buenos Ayres or Rosario, with the bill of lading, and de- 
livered upon the payment of the amount to the bank. In 
this respect European firms are more liberal in their deal- 
ings with Argentine merchants, and, to well accredited 
houses, they allow five or six months’ time, without in-

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The Paper Trade Census. 

The figures given out by the Census Bureau showing 
the results of the recent census of the paper trade of this 
country are interesting. They cover a period of ten years, 
and in briefthey show that in that time there has been an 
increase of 1g6-per cent. in the number of establishments, 
59.9 per cent. increase in the number of wage earners, 
57.1 per cent. increase in wages paid, 86.5 per cent in- 
crease in the capitalization of the industry, 59.5 per cent. 
in the cost of material used and 61.2 per cent. increase in 
the value of the product. 

These percentages show a very large growth in the in- 
dustry, the capital involved in which is now placed at $167,- 
507,713 as against a capital of $80,829,548 in 1890. 
tion of this large increase is undoubtedly due to the for- 


A por- 


mation of cofporations and combinations; but even ad- 
mitting that in these cases the capitalization is larger than 
it might well be, or even should be, the rate of growth 
shown is very rapid. Nor is it decreasing apparently. 
There are being considered large schemes for increasing 
the paper and pulp product, and lumber interests espe- 
cially are at present very keen in investigating the advis- 
ability of transferring their money to the pulp industry. 

The value of product does not show an increase at all 
approaching that of the capitalization. Prices have stead 
ily tended downward, and this has been due to a variety of 
causes, chief of which has of course been that of competi- 
tion. The cost of production has been reduced, and with 
wider and faster machines manufacturers have been en- 
abled to get largely increased product at a less cost per 
ton, both the proportionate cost of actual manufacture 
and of general expense being lowered. 

The figures demonstrate that which has been so often 
claimed, that the trade is of large proportions, and that 
it is entitled to more consideration in some ways than it 
has received. It is one of the leading industries of the 
country, and its rate of progress has undoubtedly been 


as rapid as any and more rapid than very many others 


Recent Postal Regulations. 

When Postmaster-General Smith some time ago issued 
an order making radical changes in the postal classifica- 
tion of certain publications, he laid the foundation for a 
multitude of protests from those who were chiefly af- 
fected. The protests came to hand on time, but they were 
ineffective, the only concession made being an extension of 
the time when the new order should go in force. 

It went in force on Tuesday, and now the validity of 
the Postmaster-General’s order will probably be tested in 
the courts. W. H. Tuttle, of Chicago, the lawyer who 
has been put in charge of this case by the National Pub- 
lishers’ Bureau, of that city, is at present in New York 
conferring with the members of the publishers’ committee, 
who recently went to Washington to make a protest 
against the new regulation. This committee was com- 
posed of O. G. Smith, of Street & Smith; Patrick Far- 
relly, of the American News Company, and O. J. Victor. 

Last week a petition signed by 350 publishers from all 
parts of the country was sent to Postmaster-General Smith 
requesting him either to rescind that part of the new reg- 
ulation which takes away from news agents the right to 
return unsold second-class publications to the publishers 
or other news agents at the regular rate of second-class 
matter, or else to defer putting this regulation in force 
“until the views of Congress can be expressed upon the 
subject after its meeting in December next, for the reason 
that it is contrary to and a violation of the rights of news 
agents under the law.” This is the section of the new regu 
lation that is most strongly opposed by those publishers 
who bring out magazines and periodicals. The two other 
points of the new rule to which objection is made affect 
more vitally those publishers who bring out paper covered 
books, cheap reprints of standard works, and the so-called 
“library” series—for works: of these kinds will hereafter 
be received by the post office at a rate of 1 cent for every 
2 ounces instead of I cent a pound as formerly rhe re- 
sult will probably be that readers of to cent paper covered 
books, unless they live in New York, will have to pay 
rs cents for their novels in future. 

lf the entire question is taken before the courts it will 


possibly lead to the setthement of a Contention that is of

and petitioned to make these changes, but bills that have 
been framed to secure the desired results have. been regu 
larly defeated. If the Postmaster-General should be sus 
tained in his action it will then be necessary for pub 


lishers to go to Congress to have that action nullified or

Treatment of the Raw Material in the Log and Its 
Measurement—How Some Losses Occur— 
Various Regulations 


By a CANADIAN PuLp MAKER. 


I].—Forest OPERATIONS.* 


The utilization of other woods referred to in the pre- 
vious chapter has arisen chiefly from the scarcity ‘of 
spruce wood; that is, in those districts where, by reason 
of the extensive !umbering cperations, the quantity of 
spruce available is small, or costs too much to get to the 
mill 

There is no doubt that this scarcity can be attributed to 
the careless and extravagant manner in which the spruce 
was handled in the forests in the earlier days of pulp 
making. Of ceurse this is not the only reason, but it is 
easy to show that the absence of any regulations as to 
the manner and extent cf the operations has done much 
to exhaust the supply of a valuable source of pulp wood. 

Of recent years the necessity of stringent and efficient 
regulations to prevent the utter destruction of trees and 
timber growth has been recognized both in the States and 
in Canada. It must not be forgotten that the conditions 
upon which the timber lands are held by the firms oper- 
ating them largely determines the nature of these rules 
for preservation. In cases where the limits are held in 
fee simple, and are the absolute property of the holders, 
the observance of any rules is merely a question of self- 
interest, and the Government can hardly enforce the car- 
rying out of any regulations laid down. But with Crown 
lands the preservation of the forests, with a view of main- 
taining a more or less permatent supply of valuable tim- 
ber, is now becoming a matter oi the utmost importance. 

An interesting and useful book dealing with this ques- 
tion has been written*by Gifford Pinchot, in which the 
results of tests and observations on lumbering operations 
carried on in the Adirondacks have been fully recorded 
and certain deductions drawn therefrom as to the most 
profitable method of operating with the object of ensur 
ing perpetual growth of new timber 





*The first article in this series was published in THe Parer Trapt 
Journat September 19, 1991 
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The following extract from his book, ‘““The Adirondack 
Spruce,” well defines the true function of forest manage 
ment: 

“Under the present system the lumberman practically 
ignores the fact that forest land is productive capital. He 
speculates in the timber with little regard to the real pro- 
ductive capacity of the Jand. He cuts not only the ma- 
ture timber, but the growing trees as well. In other 
words, he removes, not only the accumulated interest of 
many years, but with it the most productive portion of 
the capital. If, however, the ripe timber alone is cut, and 
enough young trees are left to replace it, the growth of 
the small trees and of those which germinate under the 
new conditions will be actual added interest. That is to 
say, the unproductive portion of the capital has been 
convérted into money to be invested elsewhere, and the 
forest has been put into such a condition that its power 
of growth is utilized.” 

The practical side of the question is not lost sight of, 
for Mr. Pinchot goes on to show that careful adherence to 
certain rules not involving any appreciable expense will go 
far to keep up the supply. A few of these may be men 
tioned to indicate their general character. In most cases 
trees 14 inches and more in diameter are ready to cut 
Smaller trees showing signs of decay, and crooked, scrubby 
trees crowding the young growth should also be removed 
Only such trees as are marked by the superintendent of the 
operations should be cut, and great care should be exer- 
cised while felling trees not to injure young growth. The 
trees felled should all be cut into logs at once, and not 
allowed to remain lying across young trees, and any of the 
latter bent over by felled trees must be released and 
straightened out. Care should also be taken to prevent 
fire, and to guard against conditions iikely to cause fire in 
the branches lopped off the trees. 

In the Province of Quebec, Canada, the general rule 
laid down for the lumbering operations in spruce and 
pulp woods is that no tree shall be cut which does not 
measure I! inches on the stump. That is, the diameter 
of the stump left in the ground after the tree has been 
removed must measure at ieast 11 inches. 

In the Province of Ontario the regulations are not of a 
stringent nature, with the result that the timber limits are 
cut to such an extent as to seriously endanger the pros- 
pect of after-growth. 

Considerable loss of merchantable timber and of wood 


capable of conversion into pulp wood is sometimes occa 
sioned by the method of cutting all trees into logs of a 
uniform length. As a general rule the trees after cutting 
are sawn into logs of 12, 14 and 16 feet lengths, but some 
manufacturers ask for one uniform size, and this causes a 
loss of a certain proportion of the tree. 

In Quebec, for example, logs are often, for the purposes 
of measurement, referred to as the Quebec standard log, 
which is a log 13 feet long and 14 inches in diameter, and 
consequently the length of 13 feet has been much employed 
in lumbering operations. Hence, a tree containing 28 feet 
of really serviceable timber cut to such an arbitrary length 
would lose 2 feet ‘of good material for no purpose, beyond 
mere compliance with an unnecessary rule. For pulp wood, 
in particular, any strict regulation as to length is quite un 
called for, seeing the conditions of manufacture do not re- 
quire it. The ultimate size of the pulp wood for actual 
manipulation is a length of 2 feet, and, therefore, it is 
best to allow the trees to be cut into lengths of 12, 14 or 
16 feet. 

It is hardly necessary to say that“it is possible to utilize 
much smaller logs for pulp wood than can be taken out 
for lumber, so that a large part of every spruce tree is 
suitable for pulp. The upper portion of the tree is of no 
value, being of small diameter and full of branches, and 
the usual practice is to cut off the top at a point where 
the diameter is about 4 inches. 

A spruce tree, 5 inches mean diameter, will give a log 
18 feet long after the removal of the upper portion. The 
mean diameter is the average of the top and bottom 
measurements of the tree. A tree showing 6 inches at 
the top end and 12 inches at the lower end would have 
a mean diameter of 8 inches. 

For other trees we have logs as follows: 


A tree 8 inches diameter should measure 36 feet in” 


length. 

A tree 10 inches diameter should measure 48 feet in 
length, while one of 12 inches diameter will go 62 feet 
long. 

In cutting up these trees it is evident that logs should 
not be one uniform length, but that they should be cut 
into logs 12, 14 or 16 feet, according to circumstances 

It is by attention to apparently smal! matters of the 
kind hinted at in the above lines that the best results are 
to be obtained in the operations necessary in the forest 
for cutting out the pulp wood

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Digesters for Sulphite Fibre—An Improvement to Provide 
Uniform “ Cooking ’’—Paper-like Material 
and Process of Making. 

William A. Luke, of Covington, Va., has been granted 
patent No. 683,129, for an improved sulphite digester. The 
improved digester is herewith illustrated: 

“The objects of my invention,” says Mr. Luke, “are, 
first, to so improve a digester as to materially improve the 
quality of the pulp and at the same time decrease the boil- 
ing time, and, secondly, to provide a means whereby the 
heat and pressure are better under the control of the work- 
man and whereby the ‘relief’-of the digester can be ascer- 
tained and regulated with certainty. In the first instance 
sulphite digesters now in common use are provided with 
one central steam pipe located at the lowest point in the 
cone-shaped bottom of the digester for the purpose of ad- 
mitting the steam. With this construction I have found 
by long experience that the boiling of the pulp is most un- 
certain, sometimes coming off quickly and very good in 
quality, while perhaps at the very next boiling the pulp 
would be a long time coming off and of a very poor quality. 
In fact, each successive boiling might be different both in 
time and quality of pulp produced, varying all the way from 
very good to extremely poor pulp. This uncertainty has 
always been a source of embarrassment to the pulp makers, 
as the boiling of the pulp was entirely a matter of guess- 
work, every pulp boiler haying his own system, gained only 
by long experience. It is for the purpose of more uniform- 
ly ‘cooking’ the pulp in the digester that I have made my 
present invention, and I have found by experience that di- 
gesters provided with my invention will uniformly turn out 
a better quality of pulp and in a shorter period of time 
than the ordinary forms of sulphite digesters now in com- 
mon use. The result obtained is also due largely to my 
means of relieving the digester, whereby the heat and 
pressure are under better control, which is the second ob- 
ject of my invention. There does not seem to have been a 
means of ascertaining correctly the relief of sulphite digest- 
ers up to the time of this invention, nor have I been able 
to find any means heretofore employed for controlling the 
heat and pressure within the digester. With proper sized 
steam nozzles suitably arranged the quantity of steam pass- 
ing into the digester is the same for each and every ‘cook,’ 
which steam passes in with steadiness and regularity. Then 
when pressure on digester reaches the proper point the 
relief nozzle comes into use, and this nozzle, being propor- 
tioned to the capacity of digester, controls the relief, thus 
being able to maintain and regulate pressure and heat at 
will. Knowing, therefore, that the pulp will cook in a cer 
tain length of time, it can be readily seen that a better and 
more uniform quality of pulp can be produced with much 
more satisfaction and in a shorter period of time.” 

Fig. 1 is an elevation of a pulp digester arranged in 
accordance with the invention. Fig. 2 is a top plan view 
of the same. Fig. 3 is a section across the plug of what 
is termed the “relief nozzle.” Fig. 4 is a side elevation of 
the relief nozzle. Fig. 5 is a longitudinal section through 
the same. Fig. 6 is arn-end view from the left of the same. 
1 is a digester having the usual cone-shaped bottom 
portion 2. 3 is a steam pipe leading to the bottom of said 
cone shaped section, the pipe having a nozzle 4 just under 
the inlet steam valve at upper end thereof, as shown in 
Figs. 10, 11 and 12. The bore of the nozzle 4 is made 
very much smaller in its outer end, as shown at 5, this 
construction being for the purpose of providing a constant 
and uniform flow of steam. 6 represents the steam pipes 
which lead to the side of the digester at points equidistant 
circumferentially and near the top of the cone shaped por 
tion, each of said pipes having two inlets. These pipes can 
have one, two or more inlets into the digester. One, or at 
the most two, is preferable, however, as clearly shown in 
Fig. 1. The pipes connect to nozzles 7 in the shell of the 
digester, as shown in Fig. 8, the nozzles 7 being con 
structed of acid resisting bronze and extendirfg entirely 
through the lining 8 of the digester and a short distance 
beyond. In the outer end of the nozzles there is a plug 
9, threaded therein, and having a bore considerably smaller 
than the bore of the nozzle proper, for a purpose above 
described. The plug is provided with threads, so that it 
may be removed, thus being able to regulate the size of the 
steam inlet. The steam pipes 3 and 6 are connected by a 
pipe 10, of greater diameter, to the main pipe II. 

Figs. 1 and 7 show eight side nozzles, which are prefer- 
able for large digesters, the nozzles and steam pipes 6 be 
ing smaller than the central nozzle 4 and steam pipe 2.

a coupling 16, so that the top 13 of the digester may be 
removed in order to charge the same. In the main relief 
pipe 15 is the relief nozzle 16, which is shown in detail in 


Figs. 3, 4, 5 and 6. This relief nozzle is constructed of a 


hollow stem 17, having one end externally threaded at 18 
and the other end provided with a flange 19 and a circular 
recess 20 in the face thereof. Fitting snugly into the cir- 
cular recess is a plug 21, having a bore therein very much 
smaller than the bore of the nozzle and relief pipe. the 
bore to be of size to suit capacity of digester. 22 is an 
internally tapering threaded collar, which is provided with 
a flange 23 and a circular recess 24, similar to that just 
described. Between these flanges the plug 21 is interposed, 
and the flanges are then firmly secured together by any 
substantial means, but preferably by bolts. The collar of the 
relief nozzle is threaded over one section of the relief pipe 
15, while a collar 25 is employed to connect the other end 
of the nozzle to the other section of the relief pipe, thus 
making a neat and substantial connection. Between the 
relief nozzle and the coupling 16 there is on the relief pipe 
a gauge 26, and behind the nozzle a cock 27 for the pur- 
pose of cutting off the relief entirely. 

The operation of the improved digester is as follows: 

The steam which heats the liquor and chips, making 
pressure at the same time, is relieved through the top of 
the digester when the proper pressure is reached by means 
of the relief pipes 14, which-are firmly secured in said top, 
and which are provided with strainers (not shown) di- 
rectly under said top for the purpose of preventing the 
pulp from filling up and clogging the relief pipes 14. The 
pressure of the incoming steam can be seen by referring 
to the steam gauge 12 on the steam pipe 10. The pres-

sure from/digester in its passage through the relief pipe 15 
must pass through the plug 21 in the relief nozzle. The 
bore of the plug being very much smaller than the bore 
of the relief pipe, the pressure cannot pass through as 
quickly as it can enter the relief 14. There is conse- 
quently a pressure within the relief pipe between the di- 
gester and the relief nozzle, and this pressure is indicated 
by the gauge 26, secured to the relief pipe in front of the 


relief nozzle. This gauge indicates the pressure within 





the relief pipe; or, in other words, indicates the relief of 
the digester. There is used a third gauge communicating 
with the inside of digester, as is customary to ascertain 
pressure on digester. It can thus be seen, the inventor 
claims, that certain fixed and uniform pressure can under 
all circumstances and conditions be maintained within the 
digester, which fact makes it possible for the first time 
to boil uniformly, and thus produce a pulp in a definite 
time and of a uniform quality.

The present preferred stockholders will be given the 
privilege of subscribing to the new stock to an amount 
equal to 10 per cent. of their present holdings. 

Any stockholder who shall not have perfected his sub 
scription on or before October 15 will be deemed to have 
waived all right to subscribe, and all stock not then sub- 
scribed for will be allotted to members of the board of 
directors, who have underwritten the entire issue at par 
without commission. Upon completion of this issue ap- 
plication will be made to place the preferred stock on the 
regular list of the New York Stock Exchange. 

It is claimed that since the organization of the com- 
pany upward of $1,465,000 in cash has been expended 
for the acquisition of seven additional plants and for 
strictly new construction over and above repairs and re- 
newals, $800,000 of which will be capitalized by this issue. 
the remainder being taken care of by surplus earnings 
These figures are as of June 30, 1901. 

It is stated that this will provide for the balance of 
$408,000 expended in excess of profits available for the 
purpose and for all expenses now in progress and also 
a substantial addition to the company’s working capital, 
which is rendered desirable by the increased business. It 
will also obviate carrying any floating debt.

It is now shipping 
one 126-inch Fourdrinier to the Jessup &’ Moore Paper 
Company, Wilmington, Del.; has about completed one 120- 
inch three cylinder for the Akron Paper Company, Akron, 
Ohio, this being the second machine supplied to that con- 
cern; is building one 96-inch four cylinder board machine 
for Frank P. Miller, Downingtown, Pa., and a go-inch Four- 
drinier for the Standard Paper Manufacturing Company, 
Richmond, Va. The company is also building ‘a four cyl- 
inder vat for the Warren Manufacturing Company's mill 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., and has just shipped a cylinder vat 
to the American Writing Paper Company, at Holyoke, 
Mass. 


Jeffrey Pulp Wood Conveyor. 

The accompanying illustration is a view of the Jeffrey 
cable conveyor in use at the International Paper Mill at 
Piercefield, N. Y., for handling pulp wood from the water 
to the storage ground, located next to the mill. This is 
said to be the longest conveyor of its kind in the world. 
It carries the pulp wood some 1,200 feet, there being 
about 2,500 feet of cable used in its construction. 

As there was no power convenient to drive the con- 
veyor from the delivery end, where it is usually applied, 





special arrangements were made for driving it at the head 
or receiving end, which was done successfully. 

The pulp wood is carried along in a trough by means 
of special clamps attached to the cable, and is discharged 
through suitable gates at intermediate points. The con- 
veyor can be made to do double duty by running the 
lower or return cable near the ground, which would again 
carry the pulp wood back to the mill.

The Important Position of Caustic Soda in the Paper 
Making Industry—The Various Grades of 
It on the Market. 


By Hatrorp Strance, M. Sx

As caustic soda is the most important chemical in use 
by paper makers, sodium carbonate being chiefly used for 
producing caustic soda, I think I cannot do better than 
commence this article by explaining its chemical compo 
sition. It is a simple substance, consisting of one atom 
each of sodium, oxygen and hydrogen, or in the language 
of the chemist, which from the preceding article we are 
in a position to understand, it is a substance of which the 
formula is NaOH. But, simple as it appears to be, its 
manufacture is not quite so straightforward. Put very 
briefly, after carbonate of soda has been made in the man- 
ner I have already described, it is changed into caustic soda 
by being treated with lime and water, not limestone, be it 
noted, which is calcium carbonate. 

In lime we are introduced to a fresh element. It is a 
compound of oxygen and calcium, and the chemist’s sym- 
bol for calcium being Ca, the formula for lime is CaO. 
Lime, as everyone knows, is made by heating limestone 
with coal, and limestone is calcium carbonate (formula 
CaCo;). The equation for the formation of lime is 


CaCO; ~ CaO + COs 
(Calcium carbonate (Calcium oxide |. (Carbonic acid 
or limestone.) or lime.) gas.) 


Another name for caustic soda is sodium hydrate, and 
it may be remarked that lime when treated with water, 
otherwise known as slaked lime, is a chemical relative of 
sodium hydrate, it being the hydrate of another metal— 
calcium. The element sodium is only able to join to one 
OH group, but the element calcium, the metallic base of 
lime, is polygamous, combining with twice that quantity

equation for the formation of slacked lime from caustic 
lime is

When sodium carbonate and calcium hydrate react upon 
one another they produce calcium carbonate—ordinary 
chalk or limestone—and sodium hydrate. The equation for 
the reaction, to give another necessary piece of technical 
explanation, is as follows: 


NasCOs + Ca(OH )e - CaCO, - 2 NaOH 
(Calcium (Sodium

It is true that this process of causticizing sodium car 
bonate is frequently conducted, not at the alkali works, but 
at the paper mill itself. Of course, that is no news to many 
of those who read these articles, tut the reason is this: 
A solution of soda is required in the mill, and this causti- 
cizing process produces it for the very good reason that 
caustic soda is soluble in water and calcium carbonate in- 
soluble. All the paper maker has to do, therefore, is to 
purchase sodium carbonate and treat it with slaked lime 
mixed with a sufficiency of water. The operation, it may 
be mentioned in passing, is usually conducted in large iron 
vessels fitted with adequate stirring arrangements. The 
calcium carbonate is allowed to settle, when it is known as 
lime mud, and then the solution is run off, and sometimes 
filtered. The caustic soda is held in this solution. The 
reasons why this operation is not always (it is sometimes) 
carried out at the alkali works are that an evaporation 
process is saved and that caustic soda is not an easy thing 
to transport. Hence manufacturers often find it cheaper 
to causticize their own soda ash. Of course no hard and 
fast rule can be laid down in the matter, for whether it is 
desirable to conduct the process at the mill depends on 
many circumstances, such as space available, the proximity 
of the mill to coal fields, the price of lime and labor, and 
others equally important. I can only speak very generally 
in such a connection. 

When the operation is performed at the alkali works, 
and large quantities of the solution have to be boiled down 
so that the soda may be sent by rail or sea, it is usually 
carried out in pans. In its concentrated form it is placed 


in large open vessels of cast iron, capable of holding to 
tons of the finished product. For this purpose they are 


often 9 feet in diameter and 5 to 6 feet deep. The pans 
are then heated. When the temperatute has risen to 
120° C. the solution begins to boil. The temperature in 
creases until the solution becomes more ard more con 
centrated, and when it has reached 260° the pans are some 
times loosely covered and the heat increased until the con 
tents are raised to a dull red heat. Finally—and I will 
omit certain technical details from the description of this 
interesting process—the molten mass will solidify when it 
is allowed to cool, and the resultant solid is caustic soda. 


Like the commoner forms of soda to which I referred in 
the last article, caustic soda is put on the market in vari 
ous grades. The purest is known as “77 (or 78) per cent.” 
All the modifications are, as in the case of the sodium car- 
bonate, sold by the result of the analysis, showing the pro 
portion of sodium monoxide (Na:QO) it contains. The 
“78 per cent.’’ caustic soda contains more than 99 per cent 
of the pure chemical, and is in consequence the purest to 
be obtained. Other strengths are known as “74 per cent.,” 
“70 per cent.,”” and two in a much lower grade are ‘60 per 
cent. cream” and “6o per cent. white.”” These contain, of 
course, large quantities of impurities, chiefly common salt 
and water and also some sodium sulphate. The analysis 
of an average sample of cream caustic, so called “60 per 
cent.,” will show 75 per cent. of caustic soda (NaOH), 3 
per cent. of sodium carbonate, 6 to 7 per cent. of common 
salt, about 2 per cent. of sodium sulphate and sodium sill 
cate, about 2 per cent. of insoluble matter, and 8 to 10 per 
cent. of water. If we take a high quality caustic soda, one 
sold, for instance, as “77 per cent.,”” the analysis will indi- 
cate, of caustic soda, nearly 99.5 per cent., .2 or .3 of so 
dium chloride, and almost negligible quantities of other 
impurities. 

Caustic soda free from water forms a colorless crystalline 
mass, which readily absorbs moisture and carbonic acid 
gas from the atmosphere, and will form a solution if left 
to itself long enough in a damp atmosphere. It should, 
therefore, and I may give this as a last hint before passing 
on to deal with the methods of testing the purity of caus 
tic soda and the various forms of sodium carbonate, be

Wall Paper in Southern France. 


The continuation of the building activity 
in the Nice consular district, says Vice- 
Consul Piatti, and the tendency to adopt 
modern methods in the older towns have 
prompted me to investigate the question of 
wall paper. I find that a considerable 
quantity is imported from England and 
Germany. Manufacturers in Germany are 
making strenuous efforts to compete with 
the English and French papers, and are 
certainly succeeding, as far as cheap grades 
are concerned. 

The retail 
ordinary wall paper varies between 4 cents 


price of what I consider 
and go cents a roll of 8 metres (8.75 yards) 
in length, while the price of paper in re- 
lief varies from go cents to about $3 per 
roll of similar length. I have no samples 
or catalogues by which to judge, but my 
impression is that I have seen American 
papers at home sold at from 40 to 8o cents 
per “double roll” that appeared to me 
heavier Of weight, richer of appearance, 
and more artistic of design than papers 
here sold at from 80 cents to $1.50 per 
roll. It is always difficult to ascertain 
from dealers here what they pay for goods, 
but I have been enabled to obtain informa- 
tion that would warrant my stating that 
the profit to the retailer, represented by 
the prices above quoted, varies between 
33 1-3 and 60 per cent. 

1 am informed that the product known 
as “Incrusta”’ is not greatly liked, as being 
durable, and _ the 
anxious to find a substitute for it; nor 


not very dealers are 
are the British washable papers specially 
liked here. The handsome wide borders 
practically 


and wainscoting papers are 


unknown, and should become very popular. 

English and German papers are shipped 
here via Bordeaux, and in one case an 
order required twenty-one days to reach 
Nice by rail from Bordeaux—more than 
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would be required to ship the goods from 
New York to Nice direct by sea, at a 
greatly reduced freight rate. I have also 
ascertained that some German firms offer 
their goods delivered at the warehouse 
c. i. f., duty, town duty and all charges 
paid. This they accomplish by having a 
special agent on the spot, a system I have 
often recommended to our own manufac- 
turers. 

The duty on wall paper is ro francs 
($1.93) per 100 kilograms (220.46 pounds), 
and the octroi (town duty) is also 10 francs 
per 100 kilograms. This last duty is paid 
by French papers as well as by foreign

German Rag Trade. 


The import of rags of all kinds into 
Germany amounted, in 1900, to 984,301 
cwts., with a value of £470,441; in the 
year before 9 cwts. less were imported, 
viz., 984,292 cwts., but the value was the 
same. Most of the entire import of this 
article into Germany, that is, 314,071 cwts., 
or 31.9 per cent., came from Belgium, then 
followed the Netherlands with 183,566 
cwts., and France with 183,052 cwts., or 
each with 18.6 per cent.; the United King- 
dom sent 47,200 cwts., or 4.8 per cent 

The export of rags amounted to 1,181,254 
cwts., with a value of £393,921, compared 
with 1,110,354 cwts., with a value of £370,- 
245 in the previous year. The United 
Kingdom received 251,337 cwts., or 21.3 per 
cent. The export of 1900 exceeded the im- 
port in weight, but the value of the im 
port was greater than the export by £76, 
519, by which it can be seen that more 
valuable rags are imported than exported
